CALGARY A PIVISIONAL POINT 


Mr, Whyte Reticent About th: ‘emov- 
al of the Workshops to Calgary 
The Freight Rates, Shortage of 
Cars and Accidents Discussed 


During his visit to Calgary on Fri. 
day Mr. William White, manager of 
the (. P. R. lines west of Port Arthur 
was interviewed by a representative of 
Tun HERALD on several questie As that 
have been intercsting the local public 
during the past month, 

ACCIDENTS, 

The first question discussed with Mr. 
Whyte was the difficulty in getting 
accurate information, or in fact 104 
information at all, in regard to aceſ- 
dents occurring on this division. 
contending that accidents to freight 
trains wore not a matter of public in- 
terest, Mr. Whyte intimated that he 
would see that the local press was sup- 
„lied with a short statements cover- 
ng Lhe facts of every accident imme- 
diately after it occurred, He said the 
C., P. R. had been singularly unfor- 
tunate lately in the matter of accidents 
on this part of the road, but the acci- 
dents were caused not through any 
lack of foresight or care on the part of 
the officials or through any defect in 
the physical condition of the road, 
but though the tact that the company 
was ina sort of transition state in 
changing its freight trains — 2 the 
old fashioned brakes to the automatic 
air brakes, He had recently issued 
an order probibiting the use of the air 
‘cake on freight trains until the men 
uc. ame more conversant with the use 
of the air brake and he expected tbat 
it would be only a matter of a very 
short time before every train on the 
road would be equipped with these 
brakes, In all cases of accicents full 
inquiries were made into the causes 
and in every case men found guilty of 
carelessness were discharged. Not- 
withstanding the enormous increase in 
the traffic caused by the moving of 
this year’s immense wheat crop the 
company had been remarkably free 
from accidents on its lines in Mapi- 
toba, 

SHORTAGE OF CARS 


Tun HERALD representative men- 
tioned to Mr. Whyte that complaints 
were being made of a shortage of cars 
on the C. & E. Koad. Mr. Whyte ex- 
plained that in the first place be cause 
of this was the large number of cars 
required by Mr. Haney on constiue- 
t work and in the second Aae the 
st. ar demand in Manitoba. 

his Whyte continued, the 
wheat b. « Manitoba by reason 
of the price of December wheat being 
considerably more than May, wheat, 
they were forced to ship out by Dec- 
ember all the wheat they had pur- 
chased. It had been the custom pre- 
viously to pay more for May wheat 
than for December wheat but this 
any the average price in New York 

or deli: ary in May was 7c. a bushel 
less than far wheat for immediate de- 
livery. The Manitoba buyers threat- 
ened to withdraw from the market 
altogether unless they had a guaran- 
tee that sufficient cars would be forth- 
coming to move out the seassn’s 
crop. Sucha step would have been 
disastrous to the whole conntry and 
consequently all the available cars had 
to be concentrated in Manitoba, The 
bulk of the crop however was now 
moved and Mr. Whyte thought there 
would be no further cause for com- 
plaint regarding empties for northern 
Alberta. 

When asked about the question of 
the removal of the shops to Calgary 
Mr. Whyte said that it was definitely 
settled that Calgary would be a divis- 
ional point, and in regard to the re- 
moval of the shops to this point he 
was very reticent, but intimated that 
the compeny would no doubt be open 
to consides any offer from the people 
of Calgary. 

The next question discussed was the 
apparent discrimination in freight 
rates against Calgary and in favor of 
Coast points, Mr. Whyte replied on 
this question that the rate ty Calgary 
from the east was based on % actual 
cost per ton per mile of carrying 
freight, and that while the rates to 
this point might seem high in com- 
parison with the rates to Vancouver it 
was necessary for the company to 
make these low rates to the Coast or 
lose the through traffic. He pointed 
to the reduction in rates to the Koote- 
nay points and the recent reduction in 
sassenger rates as indications that the 

„ P. R. was always ready to uce 
rates when it found it could do so. 

Mr. Whyte statedthat the compiy 
was now having a large number of 
new cars and engines constructed aud 
that large sums were being spent on 
the roadbed, and using every effort to 
handle the largely . raflle 
which was characteristic to all parts of 
the Western country in this connec. 
tion, He stated that fou people had 
any idea of the difficulties with which 
the company had to contend, They 
have to face a largely increased ship- 
ment of cattle and an immense wheat 
crop in Manitoba, and the increase 
of freight caused by the conttruction 
of the Crow's Nest railway. 

Mr, Whyte asked Tun Hen to 
state that in every case where any 
merchant or rancher had any cause 
for complaint in regard to any delays 
in shipment, or cattle being killed on 
the railroad or on any other question 
that they would at once acquaint him 
with the ground for complaint and he 
would always do his best to remove it.

Also no provision h been made for 
icultural societies, and similar in- 
stitutions, as this item could be intro- 
duced within the year they were run- 
ning. The amount to be voted was 
arrived at us follows. Hon. membets 
would recollect that owing to the fact 
that their financial year was run from 
July and August into the Dominion 
year, a certain amouut had to be esti- 
mated for the Dominion vote not cov- 
ering a certain portion of the Terri - 
torial financial year, which did not 
end until the Ist of August. So that 
considering the actual amount of 
money voted by the Dominion Parha- 
ment, for the year ending in the be- 
ginning of July, as part of their finan- 
cial year just closed, was a balance in 
hand in September of $98, He 
then estimated for the sixteen months 
one half in January and a proportion - 
ate amount for the other six months, 
on the assumption that the Dominion 
grant would not be smaller than last 
year. This would give $288,879 for the 
two periods of six months from the Ist 
of January next to the end of the cal- 
endar year, as the estimate of the 
amount to come from the Parliament 
of Canada, A further amount of $22,- 
000 which he estimated as the prob- 
able amount of local revenue for the 
same period had to be added. That 
made $412.90. They had already 
voted as supplementary estimates 
$30,200 and leaving that out the eati- 
mate for the sixteen months was $3282, 
640. Coming now to expenditure the 
estimates before the House called for 
$310,555, leaving a balance cf $42,074,

There 
was the relief in one year, and a neces- 
sary large amount of outstanding ac- 
counts that in a certain way defaced 
the estimates. This year they bad no 
such exceptional expenditure, they 
nad no outstanding accounts except 
comparatively few already voted; they 
had no old claims, no district votes to 
he adjusted, no overdrafts: none of 
those circumstances that from time to 
time in previous years prevented the 
estimates from showing their true 
financia! position. The present esti- 
mates he might say were similar to 
the estimates of previous years, The 
general service of the country did not 
change from time to time, the mach- 
inery of the government was fixed 
and the same amount of administra- 
tion had to be done, the same amount 
of service had to be supplied, The 
same old service was continued under 
new names. The change in their con- 
stitution bad necessitated a certain 
departmental organization, The old 
executive committee machinery was 
essentially a committee machinery, all 
acting jointly not individually.

Are Not O. K.—Ross Replies. 


Reaina, December 7.—In the legis- 
lative assembly today, Dr, Brett, con- 
tinuing the motion to go into supply, 
said he would like to congratulate the 
Premier for his able address and he 
would also like to congratulate the 
government on the suspicious occa- 
sion on which they had assumed the 
reins of government. He had con- 

ratulated the leader of the house be- 

‘ore, but never congratulated him 
more than he did ay, ashe had 
adopted the policy the speaker had 
long advocated with regard to pro- 
vincial autonomy. He regretted there 
was not a sum placed in the estimates 
with regard to a practical route to the 
Yuko"; there was nothing that would 
aid 2 in the Territories us 
much as the opening of the Edmonton 
route to the Yukon, Had the Terri- 
tories years ago tried to be a province 
they would now be in a position to 
thomselves make a route to the Yukon, 
With reference to dealing with rail- 
way lands the necessity existed years 
ago. By bringing in this matter as 
policy the governwent should rather 
2 or not adopting it before. 
He was not one of those who said the 
2 had no policy; it certain- 
y must have been carefully consider- 
ably before it was introduced, but at 
a sign of opposition it was immediate- 
lv withdrawn, It would be a matter 
of regret if politics found a place in 
this house; if the — sep- 
arate the house by different parties, 
the people willdo it themselves; if the 
people find that subsidizing papers, 
paying high salaries and other things 
ave all that hold the government of 
the day together, they nay then in- 
troduce politics. He noticed there 
was too active use of the means of 
1 tamer tow g money by orders in council, 
He ha advocated the same 
system which had been adopted 
with regard to public works, that is 
the part of it that appertains to the 
division of money; if the present sys- 
tem is not satisfactory it will not be 
the fault of the deputy coimmissioner, 
Mr. Dennis, wno is one of the best 
men forthe work in Canada, (Ap- 
plause,) He could not approve of the 
change in the fiscai year that bad been 
made, as owing to the change the pub- 
lie accounts will not be available be- 
fore the approaching elections. If he 
were conducting a government he 
would like to tell the people the way 
in which he had been conducting their 
affairs, The house should demand that 
the accounts be available and it should 
not be necessary that the house should 
have to demand them, There has 
been a good deal of comment on the 
way the country has run itself while 
the two resident members of the 
executive were away at Ottawa, and I 
would like to know if they imtend to 
leave the country to run itself again.

were three classes which came ‘under 
th:s general designation, There were 
the grants to railways, lands held by 
companies. such as the North Weat 
Land Co,, who by some system to 
which the government was a party, 
and thus became a land speculation, 
were able to avoid the land taxation 
ot their lands, It was done by keep- 
ing the land valid in the Crown until a 
person who had bought it on the in- 
stalment pen had paid all the instal- 
ments an 141 his patent. There were 
also the C. F. R. land-. Tiie woe not 
small question, it affected millions of 
acresin the Territories, The people 
in schoo! districts, in statute labor die- 
tricts, and in municipalities, were all 
affected. It had even touched towns, 
but as Mr, Laurier, at Moose Jaw, bad 
declared that land so held, even it held 
by the government, should be subject 
to taxation just the same as land held 
by a private individual, there was 
some hope of a remedy if his attention 
were called to the matter. The repre- 
sentation must he made to the Gov- 
ernment from that House, and he 
(Mr. Haultain) was considering 
whether it would not be desirable for 
the House to pass a resolution on the 
subject, It was easy to see the ad- 
vantage of having the land open for 
settlement or sale, or available for 
taxation, It meant making them 
available for people to live on, more 
children for their schools, and, above 
all more of a community. He would 
give u few figures: The Long Laketon 
railway bad a grant of 1,625,000 acres; 
reserved to select from, 2,743,501 acres. 
It had selected none except what had 
heen sold, viz., 1025 acres, The rest 
was all tied up, not open either for
